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Buena  Vista  College  History 

The  history  of  Buena  Vista  College  is  unique.  The  leading  men  of  the  Presby- 
terian church  in  northwest  Iowa  of  twenty-five  years  ago  realized  that  the  grouping  of 
educational  institutions  in  the  southern  and  eastern  part  of  the  state,  left  a  vast  unoc- 
cupied field  in  the  center  of  what  was  destined  to  be  a  fine  part  of  Iowa,  and  a  location 
where  a  Christian  college  could  be  planted  and  made  accessible  to  thousands  of  young 
men  and  young  women.  A  joint  commission  of  twelve  men  chosen  by  the  Fort  Dodge 
and  Sioux  City  presbyteries  met  in  Storm  Lake  on  July  8,  1891,  completing  the  organiz- 
ation and  incorporation  of  the  college  on  July  9.  The  Synod  of  Iowa,  in  regular  session 
at  Boone,  October,  1891,  unanimously  adopted  the  college  as  its  own  and  elected  the  board 
of  trustees  to  whom  is  entrusted  the  control  of  its  property  and  management  of  its 
interests.  To-day  the  college  stands  in  the  center  of  a  territory  larger  than  the  state  of 
Pennsylvania,  in  which  there  is  no  other  Presbyterian  institution,  and  but  one  other 
college  doing  accredited  work.  Buena  Vista  was  founded  in  faith  and  hope.  It  has  been 
built  by  the  heroic  self-sacrifice  of  devout  men  and  women  who  believe  thoroughly  in 
the  broad  culture  of  Christian  education.  With  prophetic  vision  they  foresaw  the 
splendid  opportunity  of  usefulness  which  the  planting  of  a  Christian  college  in  this  field 
would  furnish  to  the  church.  Already  there  has  been  a  net  attendance  of  more  than 
3,500. 

From  the  founding  of  the  institution  young  men  and  young  women  have  been  re- 
ceived on  equal  footing.  The  members  of  the  faculty  are  consecrated  Christian  men 
and  women  who  seek  to  maintain  a  wholesome  moral  and  religious  atmosphere.  Students 
find  those  of  all  faiths  attending  and  a  number  of  denominations  represented  on  the 
faculty.     Denominational  preferences  are  in  no  way  molested. 


Purpose 

The  purpose  of  the  college  is  to  furnish  opportunity  for  a  thorough  education  in 
the  various  departments  of  the  college.  A  classical  education  is  encouraged  as  that 
which  is  tested  and  time  honored;  special  attention  is  also  given  to  the  thorough  in- 
struction in  the  Sciences,  Philosophy  and  English.  Latitude  is  given  for  these  courses 
in  the  Group  system.  The  trustees  desire  to  provide,  in  addition  to  the  regular  college 
course,  the  best  opportunities  for  training  in  education,  music, art,  oratory  and  business. 
Since  there  is  a  call  for  these,  it  is  held  that  the  church  should  furnish  opportunity  for 
education  in  these  departments,  in  the  atmosphere  of  the  Christian  college,  as  well  as 
in  the  Classical,  Scientific  and  Philosophical  departments.  It  is  the  purpose  of  the  col- 
lege to  make  the  training  as  individualistic  as  possible,  to  maintain  an  inspiring  college 
life,  to  develop  cultured,  forceful,  upright  men  and  women  who  shall  most  successfully 
solve  life's  tasks,  firmly  believing  that  a  college  is  not  in  its  buildings,  equipments,  or 
endowment,  but  in  the  vital  mental  and  moral  qualities  of  its  faculty  and  student  body. 
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Location 


The  College  is  situated  on  high  ground  overlooking  a  beautiful  lake  five  miles  long 
and  two  miles  wide.  The  city  is  noted  for  its  beautiful  homes,  its  wide,  clean,  well 
shaded  streets,  its  lakeside  parks,  christian  homes  and  churches.

It  is  an  ideal  location  for  a  college  and  an  ideal  place  to  spend  four  years  of  college 


The  city  itself  is  of  exceptionally  high  moral  tone  and  draws  many  families  wishing 
to  locate  where  there  are  good  educational  advantages  for  their  children.  It  is  of  easy 
access  from  the  north,  south,  east  and  west. 

It  is  the  ambition  of  Storm  Lake  to  be  a  religious  and  educational  center  and  this 
purpose  is  kept  steadily  in  view  by  the  leading  men  of  the  city  who  appreciate  the  op- 
portunities of  the  college  and  also  the  attractiveness  of  the  location  of  the  city  for 
people  of  culture  and  intelligence  who  are  seeking  a  healthful  location  for  their  perma- 
nent home. 
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Buildings  and  Grounds 


The  Main  College  Building  is  a  good,  substantial  brick  structure,  trimmed  with 
cut  stone.  It  is  a  three-story  building- containing  recitation  rooms,  offices,  library,  lab- 
oratories, Y.  M.  C.  A.  room,  Y.  W.  C.  A.  room,  Literary  halls  and  assembly  room. 

The  Miller-Stuart  House  presented  by  Rev.  William  Miller  of  Des  Moines  and 
Mrs.  Lois  Stuart  of  Audubon  for  the  use  of  the  president  of  the  institution.  It  is  a  valu- 
able addition  to  the  buildings  and  makes  a  comfortable,  modern  home. 

Mathers  Hall,  the  musical  conservatory.  The  conservatory  became  the  property 
of  the  college  through  the  generosity  of  Mrs.  Flora  S.  Mather,  of  Cleveland,  Ohio.  It 
contains  eleven  rooms,  is  well  suited  to  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  used,  and  is  equipped 
or  doing  thoroagh  work  in  this  department  of  the  college. 

The  Ladies  Hall,  or  South  hall.  It  is  a  very  valuable  piece  of  property,  purchased 
for  $10,000,  it  contains  rooms  for  thirty-four  girls  and  is  a  well  equipped  modern  house. 

The  girls  are  under  the  immediate  influence  of  the  Dean  of  women  and  the  life 
there  is  made  as  attractive  and  home-like  as  possible. 
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The  Library 

The  library  lias  over  seven  thousand  volumes  catalogued  and  arranged  according 
to  the  Dewey  system  of  classification.  The  care  that  has  been  shown  in  selecting  these 
hooks  has  resulted  in  a  "good  working  library."  1  Tie  collection  includes  some  three 
hundred  bound  volumes  of  leading  periodicals  which  are  of  value  through  the  aid  of  the 
"Reader's  Guide  to  Periodical  Literature."  The  files  are  being  completed  as  rapidly  as 
possible. 

The  library  is  abundantly  supplied  with  daily  and  weekly  papers,  current  maga- 
zines, literary  reviews,  and  scientific  journals. 

Students  have  access  to  this  library  for  reading  from  9:00  a.  m.  to  5:00  p.  m.  on  re- 
citation days,  and  from  9:00  to  11:30  a.  m.  on  Saturdays.  Books  may  be  drawn  by  com- 
plying with  the  customary  restrictions. 

We  have  two  pressing  needs  in  connection  with  the  library: 

First:  We  need  a  new  building,  the  present  library  being  located  in  the  main 
college  building  and  is  not  (ire-proof,  also  is  very  much  crowded. 

Sreond:     We  need  an  addition  of  500  to  (500  to  the  library. 

College  Material 

The  Museum 

The  first  collection  for  the  museum  was  made  by  Rev.  R,  E.  Flickinger,  who  ar- 
ranged and  classified  the  material. 

Every  professor  in  charge  since,  nas  been  intent  on  adding  as  large  a  variety  as 
possible.  It  now  includes  many  mounted  specimens  of  the  fauna  and  flora  of  this  region, 
and  a  scattering  number  of  others  and  marine  species.  It  has  a  good  assortment  of  rocks 
for  the  study  of  minerology  and  geology. 

It  needs  further  additions  and  a  place  in  which  to  display  them.  Persons  who 
have  mineral,  fossil  or  biological  specimens  as  articles  of  historic  value  should  favor  the 
college  and  further  generations  by  placing  them  where  they  will  be  most  useful. 

Correspondence  is  solicited  and  shipments  of  material  can  be  made  any  time. 
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Laboratories 


Our  laboratories  are  well  adapted  to  the  needs  of  students  matriculating-  in  labor- 
atory courses.  They  are  properly  lighted  and  well  arranged.  The  apparatus  is  of  such 
grade  and  variety  that  any  worthy  student  can  do  good  work  and  make  as  much  progress 
as  in  the  average  college  or  university. 

The  Chemistry  Laboratory  includes  lecture  room  and  laboratory  for  general 
chemistry  and  quantitative  analysis,  together  with  laboratory  tables,  store  rooms, 
student's  desks,  lockers  and  drawers  for  apparatus  used  by  each  student.  Time  is  given 
the  student  so  that  he  may  develope  his  faculties  of  observation  and  deduction,  rather 
than  crowd  so  much  material  in  a  recitation.

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Student's  Organizations 

Buena  Vista  College  seeks  by  various  means  to  promote  the  moral  and 
religious  interests  of  the  students  while  giving  to  them  the  best  intellectual 
training.  All  of  the  officers  and  instructors  of  the  college  strive  constantly  to  impress 
upon  the  students  the  importance  of  seeking  first  the  Kingdom  of  God.  Because  of  the 
friendly  relationship  existing  between  the  faculty  and  the  student  body,  a  strong,  virile, 
healthy,  religious  life  has  developed  which  has  resulted  in  the  conversion  of  many  of  the 
students.  All  students  are  required  to  attend  the  devotional  chapel  exercises  each  reci- 
tation day  and  some  place  of  worship  on  Sabbath.  There  are  a  number  of  Bible  classes 
organized  among  the  students,  some  taught  by  students  themselves  and  some  by  mem- 
bers of  the  faculty,  while  a  gratifying  large  percentage  of  the  students  are  members  of 
some  one  of  the  Sabbath  schools  of  Storm  Lake. 

There  is  a  strong,  active  Y.  M.  C.  A.  carried  on  by  the  young  men  who  hold  their 
regular  prayer  meeting  on  Wednesday  evening.  There  is  also  a  laige  Y.  W.  C.  A.  or 
ried  on  by  the  young  ladies,  meeting  on  Wednesday  afternoon  at  the  close  of  the  college 
recitations.  These  associations  have  their  own  rooms  well  furnished  in  th.3  main  college 
building.  The  representatives  of  these  organizations  meet  new  students  at  the  opening 
of  the  term  and  young  people  coming  to  the  college  for  the  first  time  will  receive  cordial 
greeting  from  the  members  of  these  organizations,  who  are  always  glad  to  furnish  any 
information  desired  and  to  render  any  aid  possible  in  making  the  life  of  the  new  student 
easy.  Many  young  people  through  the  work  done  in  these  organizations  have  come  to 
appreciate  the  responsibility  and  the  possibility  of  christian  culture  in  college  life.  Each 
organization  holds  a  reception  at  the  opening  of  the  college  year. 

Volunteer  Band 

A  Volunteer  Band  has  been  organized  and  courses  in  mission  study  are  carried  on# 
Many  of  the  students  are  active  in  Christian  work  in  the  various  church  organizations 
of  Storm  Lake. 

Alumni  Association 

The  students  who  have  completed  the  work  required  in  the  different  departments 
of  the  college  have  formed  themselves  into  an  Alumni  Association.  This  association  is 
already  making  itself  felt  through  its  loyalty  to  the  college  and  enthusiasm  for  the  future. 
The  annual  meeting  is  held  during  commencement  week  and  it  has  come  to  be  a  custom 
of  the  Alumni  and  students  to  hold  a  picnic  during  the  Chautauqua  season  in  Storm  Lake. 

Oratorical  Association 

This  organization  is  mantained  to  arouse  an  interest  among  the  students  in  public 
speaking,  to  conduct  the  preliminary  for  the  contest  with  the  State  Oratorical  Associa- 
tion, to  which  the  college  belongs,  and  to  coach  the  representatives  of  these  departments 
for  these  contests. 
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Literary   Societies 

Two  societies  are  maintained  by  the  studenl  body.    The  Stars  and   the   Franklins. 

The  societies  are  subdivided  respectfully  into  the  Clio  (women)  and  Orio  (men). 
Philomathian  (women)  and  Alcinian  (men.)  These  are  maintained  for  the  purpose  of  Lit- 
erary culture,  skill  in  deltaic  oratory,  reading,  writing  and  parlimentary  practice. 

Debates 

A  prominent  feature  in  college  life  has  come  to  he  the  annual  inter-society  debate. 
A  friendly  rivalry  exists  between  the  two  societies  for  the  possession  of  a  trophy  cup. 

( >ur  Inter-Collegiate  debate  was  held  this  year  between  Ellsworth  college  and 
Buena  Vista  college. 

Athletics 

The  control  of  athletics  is  vested  in  a  committee  composed  of  three  members  of 
the  faculty  tog-ether  with  officers  of  the  College  Athletic  Association. 

The  students  of  the  college  have  taken  a  deep  interest  in  all  athletic  sports. 

The  faculty  and  those  interested  in  the  institution  are  in  favor  of  clean,  manly  sports. 

The  lake  shores  give  a  splendid  opportunity  for  sport  on  the  lake. 
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Publications 

The  Bulletin  is  edited  by  a  committee  of  the  faculty  and  published  bi-monthly  in 
the  interests  of  the  college  and  of  higher  education.  To  this  end  an  effort  is  made  to 
keep  the  constituency  of  the  college  acquainted  with  all  news  of  general  interest,  to  in- 
form the  public  of  the  facilities  of  the  college  and  the  advantages  thereof,  and  to  create 
an  appreciation  of  the  value  of  a  college  education.  It  will  be  sent  regularly,  upon  ap- 
plication, to  any  address,  free  of  charge. 

The  Catalogue  is  the  April  number  of  the  Bulletin  series,  and  is  a  general  prospectus 
of  the  college  and  its  various  departments  of  instruction  and  the  courses  offered  therein. 

The  Tack  is  edited  by  the  students  and  published  bi-monthly.  Its  function  is  to  re- 
cord the  local  news  of  college  life  and  to  create  proper  student  sentiment  through  its 
editorial  columns. 

The  Rudder  is  an  annual  publication,  edited  by  the  Junior  class.  In  nature  and 
purpose  it  does  not  differ  materially  from  similar  publications  in  all  colleges.

Jessie  M.  and  Nellie  A.  Smith,  memorial  of  Five  Hundred  Dollars  given  by  their 
father,  Mr.  Joseph  Smith. 

Thomas  Addison  Williams,  memorial  of  Five  Hundred  Dollars,  given  by  his  par- 
ents, Rev.  and  Mrs.  Daniel  Williams. 

A.  M.  Calvin  memorial  of  Five  Hundred  Dollars,  given  by  the  late  A.  M.  Calvin,  of 
Russell,  Iowa,  towards  the  endowment  of  a  one  thousand  dollar  scholarship.

Whitney  was  won  by  the  Franklin  society  and  remains  in  their  possesion. 

Biayney-Ross  Debating  Cup,  offered  by  Prof.  E.  F.  Blayney  and  P.  B.  Ross  as  a 
prize  in  the  inter-society  debates. 

Annual  Prize  by  Class  of  '07, — The  class  of  1907  offers  two  annual  prizes  of  ten 
dollars  each  for  the  best  scholarship  in  Freshman  English  and  Freshman  Latin. 

Typewriting  Prize Three  prizes  in  typewriting-,  including-  punctuality,  ortho- 
graphy and  all  that  pertains  to  perfection  in  typewriting-,  have  been  established  by  Prof.

The  committee  on  temperance  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  church  U.  S.  A.  offers  a  cash  prize  of  $25.00;  $15.00 
to  the  best  orator  and  $10.00  for  the  second  oration. 

Academic  Oratorical  Prize— $25.00  offered  to  the  Academy  students. 

The  Countermine  Gold  Medal  Frize— Rev.  and  Mrs.  J.  W.  Countermine  of  Des 
Moines  offer  a  gold  medal  to  the  young-  man  of  the  Freshman  class  who  excels  in  an 
orig-inal  oration  on  a  theme  dictated  by  the  donors. 

Some  other  prizes  are  offered  and  more  will  be  added  to  the  number  each  year. 
We  urg-e  those  who  are  interested  in  various  branches  to  add  to    the    prizes    along- 
the  line  in  which  they  are  interested. 
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Government 

Student  Council 

The  student  council  is  organized  under  a  constitution  for  self  government,  wherein 
representatives  from  each  of  the  classes,  and  the  two  f-iculty  members  on  discipline  con- 
stitute "The  Student  Council"  who  constantly  oversee  student  deportment  and  have  the 
power  of  discipline.  Under  these  arrangements  and  control,  no  cases  of  misdemeanor 
have  been  apparent. 

Lecture  Course 

The  Student  Council  has  financed  and  controlled  the  winter  lecture  course  of  the 
college  and  city 

Moral  and  Religious   Culture 

Buena  Vista  college  recognizes  that  a  true  education  consists  in  the  development 
of  the  moral  as  well  as  the  intellectual,  and  believes  that  there  is  nothing  that  will  se- 
cure this  better  than  a  proper  recognition  of  the  Bible  and  its  truths.  Therefore,  all 
students  are  required  to  give  one  period  a  week  to  systematic  Bible  study,  except  for 
some  special  reason  they  may  be  excused  by  the  president.  This,  together  with  daily 
chapel  exercises,  the  student's  prayer  meetings  and  Bible  study  classes,  and  the  influence 
and  the  example  of  the  Christian  faculty,  tends  to  the  development  of  the  moral  and  re- 
ligious side  of  their  character. 

From  time  to  time,  special  addresses  on  various  subjects  are  given  in  connection 
with  the  chapel  devotionals,  by  members  of  the  faculty  and  well  known  speakers,  who 
are  asked  to  visit  the  college  and  address  the  student  body. 

Grades   and   Examinations 

Reviews  and  examinations  are  held  at  the  close  of  each  semester,  or  oftener  if  the 
instructors  so  choose.  The  semester's  record  is  made  up  from  the  daily  recitations  and 
these  examinations.  An  unexcused  absence  from  a  recitation  means  a  failure  for  that 
recitation.  All  assigned  lessons  omitted,  for  whatsoever  reason  must  be  made  up. 
Work  shall  be  graded  according  to  the  following  system:  A,  meaning  excellent  work: 
B,  meaning  good  work:  C,  meaning  acceptable  work:  D,  connitioned  and  E,  failure.  D 
signifies  that  a  student  has  failed  in  some  phase  of  the  work  and  the  condition  may  be  re- 
moved. All  such  conditions  must  be  removed  oa  the  fourth  Wednesday  of  the  following 
semester  or  no  credit  will  begiven.  E  signifies  that  a  student  receives  no  credit  and 
will  be  required  to  pursue  the  subject  again  before  he  may  receive  credit.  The  standing 
of  each  student  is  reported  to  parents  each  semester,  or  oftener  if  the  work  being  done 
is,  in  the  judgment  of  the  faculty,  unsatisfactory. 

Rules  Governing  Absences

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Expenses 


Because  of*  the  location  of  the  college  in  a  village  of  homes,  there  is  little  to  in- 
crease the  cost  of  attending  college  here  over  the  actual  necessities.  Less 
will  be  spent  on  amusements.  An  education  here  can  be  secured  for  much  less  than  it 
will  cost  in  many  other  colleges.  The  trustees  have  sought  to  bring  the  expense  con- 
nected with  the  college  course,  without  sacrificing  quality,  within  the  reach  of  young 
men  and  young  women  who  earnestly  desire  the  advantages  of  a  college  course  and  yet 
who  must  seriously  consider  the  cost  connected  therewith.  Young  men  find  no  difficulty 
in  securing  convenient  rooms  and  boarding  in  students'  clubs  and  private  families  at  a 
cost  from  $4.00  to  $5.00  per  week  for  board  and  room.  Students  may  rent  rooms  and 
board  themselves,  and  lessen  very  materially  this  amount. 

Self-Support 

A  number  of  students  can  earn  part  of  their  expenses  by  working  in  the  homes  and 
business  houses  of  Storm  Lake. 

The  college  employs  a  limited  number  in  the  following  work:  Firing  of  furnaces, 
janitor  work,  office  work,  folding  bulletin  and  work  on  college  press.  It  is  a  matter  of 
common  observation  that  these  students  rank  high  in  the  class-room  and  social  prefer- 
ment. 

The  faculty,  Y.W.  C.  A.  and  Y.  M.  C.  A.  lend  their  assistance  in  securing  such 
openings  and  the  people  of  Storm  Lake  are  very  ready  to  offer  such  opportunities  to 
worthy  young  people.  The  faculty  advise  parents,  however,  that  student  devote  his  or 
her  entire  time  to  the  work  of  the  college  unless  the  additional  support  is  absolutely 
necessary. 

Ladies'  Hall 

Board  at  the  Ladies'  Hall  will  be  furnished  next  year  for  $3.00  per  week.  The  rate 
for  rooms  occupied  by  two  will  be  $1.25  for  each  person.  The  hall  has  electric  lights, 
steam  heat  and  other  modern  conveniences.  Each  room  is  comfortably  furnished  with  a 
bed,  matress,  pillow,  comforters,  dresser,  wash  stand,  wardrobe,  toilet  set,  study  table, 
chairs  and  shelves.  The  young  ladies  furnish  their  own  towels,  bed  linen  and  spreads. 
The  size  of  the  pillows  is  20x26  inches.  The  windows  are  provided  with  shades.  The 
occupants  furnish  whatever  they  wish  in  the  way  of  curtains,  rugs,  pictures, 
etc.  Every  precaution  is  taken  to  preserve  sanitary  conditions.  The  young  ladies  take 
care  of  their  own  rooms. 

Self-government  prevails  to  as  large  a  degree  as  possible.  Regular  study  hours 
are  required  in  the  hall.  Those  desiring  rooms  in  the  hall  should  make  application  as 
early  as  convenient,  for  the  demand  will  exceed  the  capacity  of  the  hall. 
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Tuition   and  Fees 


It  will  be  found  that  the  tuition  is  very  reasonable.  The  college  pays  out  for  ex- 
penses about  three  times  what  is  received  from  students. 

The  tuition  is  payable  at  the  opening  of  each  semester,  in  advance.  In  the  Aca- 
demic, Normal,  Collegiate  departments  a  rate  of  $1.25  per  week  will  be  made  when  this 
will  be  less  than  for  a  semester,  and  in  the  Commercial  department  a  rate  of  $2.50  per 
week  will  be  made.  When  students  are  required  to  be  absent  for  one-half  a  semester 
on  account  of  sickness,  credit  for  tuition  paid  for  that  half-semester  will  be  made  on  the 
tuition  of  the  following  semester.  A  reduction  of  fifty  per  cent,  is  made  on  tuition  to 
candidates  for  the  ministry  and  children  of  ministers.  Twenty-five  per  cent,  from  each 
additional  student  from  the  same  family,  enrolled  in  the  same  department,  at  the  same 
time,  except  in  the  Art,  Musical  and  Elocutionary  departments.

Students  entering  after  this  time  will  be  charged  pro  rata  for  remainder  of  the 
semester. 
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Terms  of  Admission 


All  candidates  for  admission  must;  give  satisfactory  evidence  of  good  moral  char- 
acter; those  who  have  been  identified  with  other  colleges  may  present  certificates  of 
honorable  dismissal. 

Students  may  be  admitted  to  Buena  Vista  college  by  any  of  the  following  methods: 
(1)  by  completing  one  of  the  courses  in  Buena  Vista  college  Academy,  (2)  by  presenting 
a  certificate  showing  thirty  semester  credits  of  acceptable  work  completed  in  an  accre- 
dited high  school  or  academy,  (3)  by  presenting  credits  or  a  certificate  from  some  other 
college  in  good  standing,  (4)  by  taking  an  examination  in  the  subjects  required  for  ad- 
mission. No  person  will  be  admitted  to  advanced  standing  later  than  the  beginning  of 
the  senior  year. 

Those  seeking  admission  by  certificate  should  secure  blanks  from  the  college, 
these  blanks  should  be  filled  out  fully,  signed  by  the  principal  or  superintendent  of  the 
high  school  or  academy  and  returned  to  the  registrar  at  least  one  week  before  the  opening  of  th°- 
eol lege  in  September.  Candidates  from  accredited  schools  may  take  examinations  in  the 
subjects  for  which  acceptable  credits  are  not  presented.  Entrance  examinations  are  held 
on  the  Monday  preceeding  registration  day. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  academies  connected  with  the  colleges  have  a  superior 
teaching  force  and  better  facilities,  as  well  as  longer  recitation  periods,  than  the  ordin- 
ary high  school,  a  shorter  period  of  time  suffices  to  accomplish  the  work  required.  It  is 
work  done,  not  time  spent,  that  is  insisted  upon  in  the  matter  of  entrance  requirements. 

For  unconditional  admission  to  the  Freshman  class  of  Buena  Vista  college  candi- 
dates must  offer  a  total  of  thirty  semester  credits  from  the  following  list: 

Language— Minimum  six  credits.  Latin  Lessons  and  Caesar.  Cicero,  Virgil.  Ger- 
man Grammar  and  Readings.     French  Grammar  and  Readings. 

History — Minimum  three,  Ancient,  Medieval  and  Modern.  English.  American 
(after  Modern  and  English.)    Civics.     Economics. 

Mathematics— Minimum  six,  maximum  seven  credits.  Algebra.  Plane  Geometry. 
Solid  Geometry. 

Science— Minimum  two,  maximum  six  credits.  Physics,  Zoology.  Botany.  Phy- 
siography.    Physiology. 

English — Minimum  six,  Maximum  eight.  English  Composition  and  Rhetoric. 
English  Literature,  American  Literature.  Uniform  College  Entrance  Requirements  in 
Classics. 

For  admsssion  to  Group  I  the  units  of  credit  may  be  proportioned  as  given  in  our 
Classical  Academic  course;  for  admission  to  Groups  I,  III,  IV,  IX  and  X  the  proportion 
found  in  our  Philosophical  course  will  be  accepted,  and  for  admission  to  Groups  II,  V, 
VIII  the  proportion  as  found  in  the  Scientific  Academic  course  is  accepted. 

Students  may  be  admitted  as  conditioned  Freshman  with  an  arrearage  the  equiva 
lent  of  one  subject  for  one  year.  This  arrearge  must  be  removed  during  the  Freshman 
or  Sophmore  years. 
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Graduation 

Thesis 

Each  candidate  for  a  degree  is  required  to  write  a  thesis  on  a  subject  in  line  with 
the  student's  major.  The  subject,  outline  and  references  to  be  used  must  be  submitted 
to  the  committee  on  public  events  for  approval  by  the  first  Wednesday  after  the  Thanks- 
giving- vacation  in  the  Senior  year.  The  thesis  shall  be  completed  and  in  the  hands  of 
the  committee  by  the  first  Wednesday  in  May.  It  shall  be  typewritten,  on  paper  of  good 
quality,  Six  LI  inches  in  size,  and  shall  include  the  outline  and  bibliography. 

Degree 

On  recommendation  of  the  faculty  the  Board  of  Trustees  awards  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts  to  those  who  have  submitted  satitfactory  thesis  and  gained  one  hun- 
dred twenty-four  credits  fulfilling  the  requirements  of  an  accepted  group. 
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The  Group  System 


Beginning  with  the  Academic  year  1903-4  the  courses  of  study  were  arranged  ac- 
cording to  the  group  system,  which  in  recent  years  has  been  adopted  by  many  institu- 
tions. The  studies  are  arranged  in  various  groups,  in  each  of  which  there  is  one  leading 
subject  called  Major  and  correlated  subjects  called  Minors. 


Collegiate  Department 


In  the  Major  eighteen  credits  are  to  be  secured,  that  is,  the  subject  must  be  pur- 
sued for  three  years  with  three  recitations  per  week.  One  recitation  per  week  in  a  sub- 
ject for  a  semester  gives  one  credit.  Our  groups  are  made  upon  a  basis  of  three  recita- 
tions per  week  in  each  subject.  See  the  topic,  "Terms  of  Admission''  for  the  prepara- 
tory work  required  for  entrance  into  the  several  groups. 

The  required  subjects,  including  Major  and  Minors,  embrace  those  subjects  which 
by  general  consent  must  be  included  in  any  scheme  of  liberal  education.  Twelve  credits 
are  necessary  in  any  scheme  of  liberal  education.  Twelve  credits  are  necessary  in  each 
Minor  subject.  The  total  required  work  in  each  group  is  from  sixty-four  to  seventy-two 
credits.  One  hundred  twenty-four  credits  are  required  for  graduation,  including  one 
recitation  per  week  in  Bible  study,  which  is  required  of  all  students  during  two  years  of 
their  college  course.  Under  "Departments  in  Detail"  is  designated  in  what  year  each 
topic  may  be  taken  as  an  elective.  Other  groups  may  be  formed  by  the  Faculty  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Class  Work. 

Each  student  is  required  to  pursue  at  least  one  Major  subject  and  two  Minor  sub- 
jects, and  secure  the  designated  number  of  credits  in  the  same. 

The  Major  and  Minors  are  chosen  at  the  opening-  of  the  Junior  year.  Eighteen 
credits  must  be  obtained  in  the  Major  subject  and  twelve  in  each  of  the  Minors.  In 
choice  of  these  the  student  should  confer  with  the  professor  in  charge  with  a  view  to 
planning  for  the  entire  group  of  courses  connected  therewith.  This  grouping  as  planned, 
is  then  filed  in  the  college  office  for  subsequent  reference  and  checking  of  credits,  as  ob- 
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tained.  The  subjects  open  for  Major  work  are  as  follows:  Greek,  Latin,  Mathematics, 
German,  French,  MentaJ  and  Moral  Science,  Laboratory  Science.  Political  Science, 
Education,  English  and  History. 

Those  who  are  not  candidates  for  a  decree  may,     without    examination, 
class  for  which  they  are  prepared,  and  thus  pursue  a  partial  course.

Tible    Study 

The  study  of  the  Bible  is  required  in  all  courses,  for  at  least  two  years  of  each 
Collegiate  course.  It  is  the  Book  of  books,  and  whether  studied  for  its  history,  litera- 
ture or  religion,  it  is  worthy  of  the  student's  best  thought.  In  fact,  no  scholar's  educa- 
tion is  complete  without  a  knowledge  of  the  Bible. 

The  plan  at  present,  and  carried  out  during  the  past  year,  is  for  the  Freshman  and 
Sophomore  classes  to  recite  together  and  then  alternate  the  work  of  successive  years, 
so  that  but  one  Collegiate  Bible  class  is  provided  for. 

Biology 

I.  General  Biology — A  study  of  life  from  the  lowest  unicellular  organisms,  through 
the  dichotomous  division  of  plants  and  animals  to  the  highest  type  of  each,  with  labora- 
tory investigations  and  dissections  of  types. 

Parker's  Biology  is  text.     Required  during  Sophomore  year. 

II.  Mammalian  Anatomy — Requiring  elementary  knowledge  of  anatomy  and  phy- 
siology (Course  A  and  1.)  Dissection  of  cat,  dog,  rabbit,  pigeon,  and  comparison  with 
human  anatomy. 

1st.  semester.  Texts,  Parker's  Anatomy — Davidson's  Cat. 

III.  Advanced  Physiology — Succeeding  course  II.  Functions  of  seven  systems  of 
human  body  considered  by  lecture,  experimentation,  text.  Some  reference  to  disease 
and  therapeutics. 

2nd.  semester. 

IV.  Embryology — Showing  the  development  of  higher  animals  from  the  ovum, 
the  hen's  egg  is  incubated  and  study  made  of  hourly  development.  Slides  and  mountings 
made. 

Text.  Reese  Vertribrite  Embryology.     1st.  Semester. 

V.  Histology  — Exhibiting  the  various  methods  of  selecting,  hardening,  imbedding. 
sectioning,  staining  and  mounting  histological  specimens.  100  slides  to  be  mounted,  and 
ability  to  recognize  same  under  microscope.     Stirling's  Histology. 

2nd.  semester. 

VI.  Bacteriology — Microbes,  morphology  and  characteristics,  pathogenic  and  non 
pathogenic,  culture  media  and  sources,  infection  and  immunity,  health  and  disease  are 
subjects  considered,  and  proved  a  very  valuable  prophylactic  course  to   students   of    1911. 

Courses  II  and  HI  alternative  with  [V  and  V. 
Courses  II  and  III  given  in  the  year  1912-13. 
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Chemistry 

I.  General — The  first  seven  months  will  be  devoted  to  the  fundamental  principles 
of  Chemistry,  while  during  the  remainder  of  the  year,  the  descriptive  side  will  be  em- 
phasized. 

Three  recitations  and  one  laboratory  period  weekly  throughout  the  year.  Credits 
(>.     Text — Smith's  General  Chemistry  for  Colleges. 

If  two  extra  laboratory  periods  weekly  in  connection  with  this  course  are  elected, 
12  credits  will  be  offered.  This  will  be  more  economical  in  point  of  time,  money  and 
energy. 

II.  Qualitative  Analysis — The  laws  describing  solution  and  precipitation  will  re- 
ceive emphasis.  This  will  be  conducted  as  the  usual  course  in  qualitativs  Analysis. 
Offered  in  1912-13. 

III.  Quantitative  Analysis — A  year's  course  dealing  chiefly  with  gravimetric  pro- 
cesses and  the  simpler  volumetric  methods. 

IV.  History  of  the  Development  of  Chemistry.  Three  hours  weekly  throughout 
the  year. 

One  hour  a  week  will  be  "Biographical  Lectures"  open  to  the  public  or  anyone 
connected  with  the  college  regardless  of  classification  or  previous  attainments.  Anyone 
attending  these  lectures  the  entire  year  will  be  given  two  credits  on  passing  a  moderate 
examination. 

The  remainder  of  the  course  will  be  devoted  to  the  development  of  chemistry  as  a 
science.     There  will  be  required  neither  fees,  laboratory  work,  nor  weekly  problems. 

The  entire  course  will  be  open  to  students  having  twelve  credits  in  chemistry  or 
having  six  credits  and  electing  another  course  besides  this  one. 

V.  Organic  Chemistry— Open  to  students  having  five  credits  in  chemistry.  One 
semester  of  this  course  is  required  of  those  taking  chemistry  as  a  major.  Two  recita- 
tions and  one  laboratory  period  weekly.     The  usual  compounds  will  be  prepared. 

Education 

The  aim  of  this  department  is  two-fold:  First  to  meet  the  increasing  demand  on 
the  part  of  teachers  for  a  better  professional  training;  and  second,  to  present  the  funda- 
mental principles,  ideals  and  facts  of  education  in  such  a  manner  that  all  students  will 
find  these  courses  of  general  interest  and  culture  value.  Courses  in  general  psychology 
and  biology  are  desirable  as  preparation  for  the  courses  in  education. 

I  a  (b)  Principles  of  Education.  The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  introduce  and 
emphasise  the  fundamental  principles  underlying  the  educative  and  learning  processes. 
Education  is  studied  from  the  standpoint  of  biology,  neurology,  psychology,  anthropology 
and  sociology.  Bolton's  Principles  of  Education  is  used  as  a  text  book,  and  the  work  con- 
sists of  informal  lectures,  discussions,  supplementary  reading  and  occassional  written 
discussions.     Three  hours. 

II.  a  (b)  Methodology.  In  this  course  a  careful  study  of  the  fundamental  princi- 
ples of  method  is  made,  especially  with  reference  to  high  school  subjects.  The  work 
consists  of  text  book,  supplementary  readings  and  discussions.     Two  hours. 

III.  a  (b)  History  of  Education.  A  rapid  survey  of  primitive  and  oriental  educa- 
tion is  made,  followed  by  a  more  careful  study  of  Greek  and  Roman  education,  education- 
al activities  and  tendencies  during  the  Middle  Ages  and  the  periods  of  Scholasticism, 
Renaissance  and  Reformation  and  the  work  of  the  great  educational  reformers.  Text 
book,  supplementary  reading,  discussions.     Two  hours. 
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[V.  a  (b)  Sigh  school.  The  historical  development  of  the  American  high  school, 
a  comparative  stud}  of  foreign  secondary  schools  and   a    practical    consideration    of    the 

problems  of  the  high  school  with  regard  to  its  place  in  an  educational  system  and  in  a 
community,  Its  organizations  and  courses  of  study.  Text  hook,  supplementary  readings, 
special  reports  and  discussions.    Two  hours. 

English 

I  Freshman.  Science  of  Rhetoric,  (a)  Description  and  narration.  Reading 
from  representative  writers.     Themes  and  criticism.       One  semes 

(b)  Exposition  and  argumentation.  Reading  from  representative  writers.  Themes 
and  criticism.     One  semester. 

II.  Literary  Forms,  (a)  Poetics.  Typical  selections  will  be  read.  Note  book 
required.     Text.  Oummere's  Poetics.     One  semester. 

(b)  Analysis  of  Prose  selections.  Text,  Genung's  Rhetorical  Analysis.  Weekly 
themes  required.  One  semester.  Required  of  those  majoring  in  English.  Offered  in 
1911-12. 

III.  Victorian  Era.     (a)     Tennyson.  Matthew  Arnold  and  Clough.     One    semester, 
(b)     Mrs.  Browning,  Rossetti,  Swinburne.  Morris.     One  semester. 

.  (c)     Macaulay.  Caryle,  Matthew  Arnold,  Newman  and  Ruskin.     One  semester. 
Note.     In  course  III  (a)  (b)  (c)  a  large  amount  of  reading-  is  required  tog-ether    with 
papers  on  topics  suggested  by  the  reading-.     Offered  in  1911-12. 

IV.  The  English  drama,  (a)  Laws  of  the  drama.  History  of  English  drama.  Read- 
ing- from  representative  comedies  and  tragedies.  Study  of  Marlowe.  One  semester. 
Offered  1912-13. 

(b)  Study  of  the  following-  works  of  Shakespeare:  Love's  Labor  Lost,  Midsummer 
Night's  Dream,  Richard  III.  Romeo  and  Juliet,  Henry  V.  As  You  Like  It.  Twelfth  Night. 
Hamlet,  Othello,  King  Lear,  Macbeth.  Coriolanus.  The  Tempest.  One  semester.  Offer- 
ed 1912-13. 

Note.     Courses  III  and  IV  open  only  to  Juniors  and  Seniors. 

VII.  English  Literature.  A  general  survey  of  the  subject.  The  aim  is  to  make 
clear  the  relation  of  each  writer  to  his  own  age  and  of  the  age  or  period  to  another. 
Collateral  reading,  papers.  Text,  Moody  and  Lovett's  The  History  of  English  Litera- 
ture.    One  year.     Required  of  those  majored  in  English. 

VIII.  Short  Story.  The  short  story  as  a  distinct  literary  form.  Study  will  be 
confined  to  the  short  story  of  American  writers.     One  semester.     Offered  in  1912-13. 

IX.  American  Poets.  Authors  studied:  Bryant,  Emerson.  Whittier,  Longfellow. 
Holmes,  Lowell,  Poe.  Lanier.  Taylor,  Whitman.  Papers  and  discussions.  One  semester. 
Offered  1912-13. 

X.  Teacher's  Course.  The  English  language,  its  history  and  formation:  review 
of  English  grammar:  a  study  of  the  classics  required  for  college  entrance  in  English,  the 
teaching  of  the  English  and  American  literatures:  papers:  class  room  discussions  and 
some  practice  teaching.     One  year.     Two  hours.     Offered  in  1911-12. 

French 

I.  Lessons.     Lessons  and  grammatical  drill  with  reading  of  simple  tales. 
More     advanced  reading  as  the  year  goes  on. 

II.  Second  Year.     Reading  and  study  of  modern  French  writers. 

III.  Elective  after  I.  Study  of  the  French  drama,  1600  to  1800,  with  reading  of 
representative  authors. 

IV.  Elective  after  I.     French  before  1600;  or  Novelists  of  the  Nineteenth  century. 
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Geology 

I.  This  course  will  cover  one  semester  and  will  be  made  general.  Dynamic,  Structur- 
al. Historical  and  Economic  phases  of  the  subject  will  he  covered.  The  library  affords 
abundant  material  for  comparative  study  of  the  works  of  the  National  and  State  Geologi- 
cal surveys  ami  will  he  constantly  used  for  reference  work  and  required  reading.  Some 
time  will  be  given  to  the  study  of  the  more  abundant  rocks  and  minerals,  in  the  labora- 
tory and  in  the  field. 

German 

I.  Reading.  The  second  year's  work  is  in  grammar  and  composition,  with  ad- 
vanced reading. 

II.  Classics.  Reading  and  study  of  several  works  by  classical  authors,  Minna  von 
Barnhelm,  William  Tell  and  Der  Trompeter  von  Sakkingen  were  read  this  year. 

III.  Elective  after  II.  Study  of  history  of  Germany  and  of  German  literature, 
reading  at  least  two  masterpieces. 

IV.  Elective  after  II.     A  year  of  studies  in  modern  literature. 

V.  Elective  after  II.     A  year  with  Goethe,  Schiller  or  Lessing. 
This  year  a  teacher's  course  was  elected  by  the  class. 

Greek 

I.  Herodotus.  The  first  semester  of  the  Freshman  year  includes  the  completion 
of  four  books  of  the  Anabasis,  wiih  composition  work,  and  the  study  of  selections  from 
Herodotus. 

II.  Plato.  During  the  second  semester  of  the  Freshman  year,  the  class  completes 
the  study  of  the  Ionic  dialect  as  represented  by  Herodotus  and  reads  Plato's  Apology. 

III.  Homer.  Homer's  Iliad  furnishes  an  opportunity  for  study  of  Greek  literature 
in  verse.     First  Semester  of  Sophmore  year. 

IV.  Homer.  Odyssey.  Text,  Phaeacians  of  Homer.  Second  semester  of  Soph- 
more  year. 

V.  Elective.  One  year  on  the  drama  is  offered,  reading  from  Aeschylus,  Euripides 
Sophocles. 

VI.  Elective.     Readings  from  Aristotle. 

History 

I.  Europeon  History.  Beginning  with  the  fall  of  the  Western  Roman  Empire, 
the  Middle  Ages  are  briefly  reviewed,  and  then  the  Modern  History  of  Western  Europe 
is  taken  up.  Text.  Robinson's  Western  Europe  and  readings  in  Europeon  History, 
abridged  edition.     One  year.     Three  hours. 

II.  Modern  Europeon  History,  (a)  The  Revolution  and  the  Napoleonic  Era. 
Text.  Robinson  and  Beard's  Development  of  Modern  Europe.  (b)  European  History 
since  1814.  Courses  I  and  II  will  be  given  in  alternative  years.  Course  II  given  in 
1912-13.     One  year.     Three  hours. 

III.  Advanced  American  History.  Text.  The  Epochs  of  American  History,  edited 
by  Hart.     One  year.     Three  hours. 

IV.  (a)  Political  and  Constitutional  History  of  the  United  States.  Text,  History  of 
Political  Theory  and  Party  Organization,  by  Fess.     Collateral  reading. 

(b)  Industrial  and  Social  History  of  the  United  States.  Bogart's  Economic  History 
will  be  used  as  a  text.     Library  work.     Course  Hi  given  1912-13.

Mathematics 

I.  (a)  College  Algebra.  A  brief  review  of  elementary  algebra  and  covering-  the 
ground  of  the  regular  course  in  college  algebra. 

(b)     Trigonometry.     A  standard  course  covering  the  usual  topics    in    plane    and 
spherical  trigonometry. 

II.  Analytic  Geometry.  A  thorough  course  in  plane  and  solid  analytic  geometry. 
First  semester  plane  and  analytic  geometry.  Second  semester  solid  analytic  geometry, 
Prerequisite,  Course  I. 

IIT.  Calculus.  A  year  course  including  differential  and  integral.  Prerequisite: 
Course    I  and  plane  analytic  geometry. 

IV.  (a)  Advanced  Algebra.  A  continuation  of  the  course  of  I  a,  including  thor- 
ough work  in  determinants  and  theory  of  equations.  Open  to  those  who  have  had  course 
I. 

(b)    Surveying  and  Navigation.     Open  to  those  who  have  had  course  I. 

Latin 

I.  Freshman  (a)  Cicero's  DeSenectute  and  DeAmicitia.  Frequent  practice  in 
sight  reading.  Bennett's  text,  (b)  Selections  from  Livy,  books  XXI  and  XXII.  Sight 
translation.  Frequent  practice  in  reading  of  Latin.  Text  book,  Westcott's  Livy.  Two 
hours  a  week.  Bennett's  Prose  Composition,  three  hours  per  week  during  the  first  six 
weeks  of  the  first  semester. 

II.  Sophmore  (a)  Horace's  Odes  and  Epodes.  A  study  of  the  main  features  of 
Horace's  poetry,  special  attention  being  given  to  the  meters  used  in  the  odes.  A  review 
of  Mythology  as  suggested  by  references  in  the  odes. 

Bennett's  Horace  Wilkin's  Primer  of  Roman  Literature,  Gayley's  Classic  Myths  in 
English  literature.     Three  hours  per  week. 

(b)  I  Horace's  Satires.  2.  Selected  plays  of  Plautus  and  Terence.  A  study  of 
the  Roman  stage.     A  history  of  the  development  of  the  drama.     Three  hours  per   week. 

III.  Junior,  (a)  Tacitus.  The  Germania  and  Agricola.  The  object  of  this  course 
will  be  to  translate  rapidly  and  fluently  as  much  of  the  text  as  possible.  Three  hours 
per  week. 

(b)  Selections  from  Elegiac  poets,  Catullus,  Lucretius,  Tibullns,  Propertius, 
Ovid. 

IV.  Senior,  (a)  Teacher's  Training  Class.  This  class  is  open  only  to  students  who 
have  had  at  least  two  years  of  elective  work  in  Latin.  The  course  includes  practical 
exercises  in  prose  composition,  a  thorough  review  in  grammar  and  a  study  of  the  authors 
read  in  secondary  schools.  From  time  to  time  the  students  are  put  in  charge  of  the 
academic  classes  in  Latin  for  actual  experience.  The  aim  of  the  course  is  to  give  a 
thorough  training  for  prospective  teachers.     Three  hours  weekly  first  semester. 

(b)     Crowell's  Selections  from  the  Latin  Poets.     Teree  hours  per  week. 

Philosophy 

I.  This  course  lays  the  foundation  for  all  subsequent  courses  in  mental  science 
and  ethical  and  religious  philosophy.  Although  the  psychic  theory  of  the  class  room  is 
distinctively  functional,  for  purposes  of  classification  we  adopt  the  structural  triparti- 
tion  of  the  mind  into  intellect,  feeling  and  will.  This  opens  the  way  for  additional  study 
of  the  intellect  in  Logic,  the  feelings  in  Aesthetics  and  the  will  in  Ethics.  Three  hours 
for  one  semester. 
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II.  Psychology.  Course  1  is  supplemented  l»y  a  second  semester's  research  work 
in  Comparative  and  Applied  Psychology.  This  course  is  of  such  nature  as  to  be  of  spe- 
cial value  to  candidates  for  a  State  Certificate  under  the  provisions  of  the  Stookey  law. 
Three  hours  for  one  semester. 

III.  Logic.  A  study  of  the  principles  and  mechanism  of  inductive  and  deductive 
reasoning.  Logical  problems  and  examples  are  frequently  submitted  to  the  class  for  so- 
lution and  criticism.     Three  hours  for  one  semester. 

IV.  Aesthetics.  This  course  undertakes  a  classification  of  the  phenomena  and  a 
solution  of  the  problems  of  the  effective  consciousness.  The  c  >urse  will  consist  of  a  sur- 
vey and  criticism  of  extant  theories  of  art  and  beauty,  and  a  study  of  the  artistic  impulse 
and  practice,  ard  of  the  aesthetic  taste  and  judgment.     One  semester. 

V.  Ethics.  A  study  of  the  basic  principles  of  obligation,  after  a  preliminary  ex- 
amination of  the  nature  of  will  and  conduct.  A  comparison  of  the  leading  systems  of 
ethics  that  the  student  may  retain  from  the  whole,  material  with  which  to  construct  his 
own  conception  of  practical  duty.     One  semester. 

VI.  Metaphysics.  An  investigation  from  the  speculative  and  critical  view  point 
of  matter,  energy,  motion,  time,  space  and  nature  in  cosmology,  and  of  being,  change, 
identity,  causality  and  the  world-ground  in  ontology.  Some  time  will  be  devoted  to  a 
comparative  study  of  the  Metaphysics  of  various  philosophers.  An  elective  to  seniors. 
One  semester. 

VII.  History  of  Philosophy.  A  survey  of  the  development  of  modern  speculative 
thought,  with  special  emphasis  on  the  philosophical  systems  of  Descartes,  Spinoza, 
Locke,  Berkeley,  Hume.  Leibnitz  and  Kant.     An  elective  to  Seniors.     One  semester. 

VIII.  Practical  Philosophy.  A  comparative  and  critical  study  of  a  few  typical 
systems  of  philosophy,  that  the  student  may  clarify  his  own  views.     One  semester. 

IX.  Philosophy  of  Religion.  This  course  is  an  investigation  from  the  metaphysi- 
cal and  philosophical  view  point  of  the  problems  involved  in  man's  religious  nature,  the 
nature  of  God  as  an  an  object  of  worship  and  their  true  relations.     One  semester. 

Note.  The  right  is  reserved  to  limit  the  number  of  classes  possible  from  the 
electives  offered. 


Political  Science 


I.  Political  Economy.  A  comparative  study  of  the  fundamental  principles  advo- 
cated by  various  economists.  Also  a  study  of  the  many  outgrowths,  which  constitute  the 
current  economic  questions.     One  semester. 

II.  Sociology.  An  investigation  more  or  less  historical,  psychological  and  statisti- 
cal of  the  tendency  of  the  race  to  organize.     One  semester. 

III.  Science  of  Government.  A  comparative  study  of  governments,  using  Wood- 
row  Wilson's  ''The  State''  as  a  text  book.  This  course  presupposes  a  familiarity  with 
history  in  general  and  a  more  or  less  extended  knowledge  of  governments  as  political  in- 
tegers.    One  semester. 

IV.  International  Law.  A  study  of  the  history  and  development  of  the  many  cus- 
toms and  courtesies  among  nations,  which  have  finally  crystalized  into  definite  laws. 
One  semester. 

Note.  Courses  one  and  two  constitute  a  year's  work,  and  three  and  four  a  year's 
work.  One  and  two  will  be  offered  in  1(.)12-1.*J,  and  three  and  four  in  1!>1.'>-14.  and  alterna- 
tely thereafter. 
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Physics 

I.  General.  This  course  is  open  to  students  of  the  collegiate  department  who 
have  had  course  A  or  its  equivalent.  A  drawing*  of  apparatus  and  essential  details  are 
carefully  written  up  in  note  books.  A  large  number  of  examples  involving  the  different 
laws  are  supplemented  to  those  in  the  text.  College  Physics  by  Henry  S.  Carhart,  will 
be  used  as  a  text.     Studied  for  two  semesters. 

II.  Electricity  and  Light.  This  course  is  open  to  collegiate  students  who  have 
completed  A  and  1.  Special  emphasis  is  placed  on  electricity  and  its  relation  to  heat  and 
light.  Dynamo  will  be  studied  at  power  plant.  Wiring  will  also  be  studied  in  a  practi- 
cal way.  Thompson's  work  on  Electricity  will  be  used  as  a  text.  Considerable  topical 
reading  is  required.     Time  one  full  semester. 

Ill  Advanced  Physics.  This  course  will  depend  on  the  requirements  of  the  stu~ 
dents  electing  it. 

Oratory 

Vocal  expression  is  now  acknowledged  as  essential  by  the  leading  educators  of  the 
day. 

Many  a  professional  man  who  has  spent  years  of  time  and  thousands  of  dollars  in 
training  a  brilliant  mind  finds  himself  confronted  by  failure,  or  at  least  only  partial  suc- 
cess, because  his  voice  and  body  have  not  been  trained  to  express  what  the  mind  con- 
ceives. 

The  soul  is  in  the  body  and  speaks  only  through  the  body.  If  body  and  voice  are  not 
responsive  the  soul  is  imprisoned. 

It  is  therefore  the  aim  of  this  department 

1.  To  render  the  body  and  voice,  in  which,  and  through    which    alone,    the    spirit    can 

work,  responsive  to  thought  and  feeling. 

2.  To  cultivate  the  observation,  reasoning,  memory  and  poetic  imagination. 

3.  To  develop  the  individuality  of  the  pupil. 

4.  To  arouse  in  him  a  desire  to  know  the  best  in  literature,  and  to  interpret    it    with    a 

keen  appreciation  of  its  artistic  qualities. 

5.  To  present  and  illustrate  tone  color,  vocal  color,  atmosphere,  spontaneitv  and  aesthet- 

ic values  in  various  selections  from  the  great  masters  of  English  poetry.

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Academic  Department 

The  academy  is  primarily  a  preparatory  school  for  the  college. 

Those  who  expect  to  pursue  a  collegiate  course  will  find  it  to  their  advantage  in 
different  ways  to  receive  their  secondary  education  under  the  instruction  of  professors 
who  are  college  graduates  and  who  at  the  same  time  are  engaged  in  teaching  in  the 
higher  branches.  It  is  an  advantage  to  the  student  to  begin  work  that  will  be  continued 
in  the  collegiate  department  under  the  teacher  who  will  carry  them  in  the  advanced 
work.  The  close  relationship  which  an  academy  sustains  to  a  college  leads  a  large  per 
cent,  of  the  academy  students  to  press  on  and  secure  a  college  education. 

Those  however,  who  do  not  choose  to  continue  their  studies  beycnd  the  curriculum 
of  the  secondary  school,  will  find  the  courses  of  study  well  arranged  and  the  instruction 
superior,  and  having  taken  the  academic  work  may  go  forth  with  confidence  that  they 
have  secured  in  every  particular  a  first  class  secondary  education,  superior  to  the  ordin- 
ary high  school  course. 

Our  academy  courses  are  termed  Classical,  Philosophical,  Scientific,  Normal  and 
Commercial.  The  first  three  of  these  lead  to  different  lines  of  study  in  various  groups  of 
the  collegiate  department. 

Admission — Students  who  give  satisfactory  evidence  of  having  completed  the 
studies  covered  by  the  eight  grades  of  the  public  school  course  will  be  admitted  to  the 
first  year  academic  classes.

Academy 

Bible  Study 

Bible  Study.  In  the  secondary  department  the  order  followed  in  Bible  Study  is 
to  lake  up  the  first  year  Gospel  history,  the  second  year  Old  Testament  history  and  the 
third  year  Apostolic  history. 

Biology 

Biology.  Courses  A  B  and  C  are  of  an  elementary  character  and  are  modified  as 
much  as  possible  to  meet  the  needs  of  those  intending-  to  teach  the  subjects  in  secondary 
schools. 

Physiology.  A  standard  text  book  is  used  and  each  student  is  required  to  work  out 
a  number  of  experiments.  These  will  cover  such  subjects  as  circulation,  digestion,  res- 
piration, the  special  senses  and  an  elementary  study  of  foods. 

B.  Zoology.  A  course  consisting-  of  laboratory  work  and  recitations.  In  this,  as 
in  the  following-  courses,  the  forms  of  life  which  can  be  collected  in  the  locality  will  be 
used  as  largely  as  possible.  Particular  emphasis  is  placed  on  the  study  of  structure,  adap- 
tation, development  and  distribution.  Text,  Jordan  Heath  and  Kellog,  Animals. 

C.  Botany.  The  work  of  this  course  will  cover  the  following  subjects:  Morphol- 
ogy, Ecology,  Physiology,  Structure  and  Classification  of  Plants.  The  latter  half  of  the 
semester  will  be  devoted  to  field  and  laboratory  work.     Text,  Bergen's  Elements. 

Education 

Education — A.  a  (b).— Didactics.  An  elementary  and  general  course  comprising  a 
study  of  school  management,  organization,  and  methods  of  learning  and  teaching.  Two 
hours. 

B.  a.  Art  of  Teaching.  A  study  of  the  aim  and  fundamental  principles  of  teach- 
ing. Methods  of  teaching,  general  and  special,  are  carefully  considered  with  regard  to 
their  functions  and  limitations. 

C.  b.  School  Management.  The  practical  side  of  school  activities  is  considered 
with  special  emphasis  on  such  topics  as  the  personality  of  the  teacher,  routine,  discipline, 
incentives,  programs,  and  so  on. 

D.  a.  Psychology.  An  introductory  course  in  which  fundamental  and  undisputed 
facts  concerning  psychic  phenomena  are  presented. 

K.  b.  History  of  Education.  A  survey  of  the  leading  educational  reformers  and 
movements  from  the  Renaissance  to  the  present  time. 

English 

English — A.     Grammar.     A  thorough  study  and  review  of  the  subject. 
B.     English  Composition.     Practice  in  composition  constitutes  a  large  part    of   the 
work.     For  reading  and  study:     Macaulay-.Tohnson:    Scott-Ivanhoe:  Addison-Sir  Roger  de 
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Coverly:  Goldsmith- Vicar  of  Wakefield;  Shakespeare-Merchant  of  Venice;  Tennyson- 
Gareth  and  Lynette,  Lancelot  and  Elaine,  The  Passing-  of  Arthur.  Text  book  used  is 
Elementary  English  Composition  by  Scott  and  Denny.  One  ten-minute  talk  will  be  re- 
quired. 

C.  English  Literature.  For  reading-,  study  and  composition  work:  Scott-Lady  of 
the  Lake;  Shakespeare-Julius  Caesar;  Coleridge-Ancient  Mariner;  Milton-L' Allegro,  II 
Penseroso  and  Comus;  George  Eliot,  Silas  Marner;  Shakespeare-Macbeth;  Chaucer-Pro- 
log-ue;PopeThe  Rape  of  the  Lock;  Burke-Conciliation  with  Colonies;  Stevenson-An  Island 
Voyag-e  and  Travels  with  a  Donkey;  Selections  from  the  Old  Testament;  Aeneid  (Eng-lish 
Translation.)  A  text  book  of  Eng-lish  Literature  will  be  used.  An  oration  or  paper  and 
a  book  review  will  be  required. 

D.  American  Literature.  Bronson's  American  Literature  will  be  used  as  a  text 
book.  Note  books  will  be  kept  on  all  reading-  done.  Frequent  composition  work  will  be 
required,  a  book  review,  and  an  oration  or  paper  will  be  required. 

Geography 

Geography — A.  a.  Political.  The  object  of  this  study  is  to  see  the  earth's  surface 
as  it  is;  to  know  its  natural  divisions,  their  typography  and  climate,  and  the  people's  in- 
dustries and  products  fostered  by  those  natural  conditions.  The  commercial  and  political 
inter-relations  of  the  different  parts  will  also  be  studied  and  a  knowledge  of  places, 
boundaries,  directions,  routes,  etc.,  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  business  or  of  teaching 
school. 

B.  b.  Physiography.  In  this  study  drainage,  land  sculpture,  vulcanism,  climate, 
glaciation  and  the  influence  of  political  environment  on  life-forms  will  be  especially  em- 
phasized. Some  time  will  be  devoted  to  a  study  of  the  more  common  rocks  and  minerals, 
thus  laying  a  foundation  for  the  study  of  geology,  or  for  private  field  work  if  the  student 
engages  in  teaching. 

German 

German — A.  Lessons,     (a)  Spanhoofd's  Lehrbuch. 

(b)  Some  simple  tales,  having  in  view  the  strengthening  of  the  vocabulary  of  the 
students. 

Greek 

Greek— A.  Lessons.  The  study  of  Greek  begins  in  the  third  academic  year  and 
for  the  first  two  years  the  completion  of  subjects  and  authors  is  found  to  be  more  nearly 
coincident  with  the  ends  of  semesters.  Texts,  Gleason  and  Atherton's  First  Greek  Book 
anl  Hadley's  First  Greek  Book,  and  Hadley  and  Allen's  Grammar. 

B.  Anabasis.  The  second  semester's  work  is  a  continuation  of  the  first  with  the 
introduction  of  i  he  Anabasis  and  composition  when  the  beginner's  work  is  completed. 

History 

A.  United  States.  An  elementary  course  for  sub-academic  and  beginning  Nor- 
mal students. 
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B.  Ancient.  The  chief  aim  of  this  course  is  to  gain  an  intelligent  understanding 
of  t he  main  facts  in  the  history  of  the  Greeks  and  Romans.  Text,  West's,  The  Ancient 
World. 

C.  Medieval  and  Modern.  Special  attention  will  be  given  to  social  and  govern- 
mental institutions  rather  than  to  campaigns  and  struggles  on  the  battlefield.  The  down- 
fall of  the  world  empire,  the  Reformation  and  the  Napoleonic  era  will  be  strongly  empha- 
sisixed.     Text.   West's  Modern  History. 

D.  English.  Constant  stress  is  laid  on  the  vital  bearing  British  history  has  had 
on  the  history  of  our  own  and  other  countries.  Text,  Cheynev's  Brief  History  of  Eng- 
land. 

E.  American.  The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  gain  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the 
essential  facts  of  our  own  country's  history.  Especial  attention  will  be  given  to  the  se- 
quence of  cause  and  effect  in  order  that  the  student  may  gain  an  intelligent  grasp  of  the 
course  of  events  and  not  merely  memorize  a  series  of  disconnected  facts. 

Latin 

A.  First  Year,  Academic,  (a)  Grammar  and  First  Year  Latin.  The  time  is  de- 
voted mainly  to  pronounciation,  forms  and  construction,  and  to  secure  a  good  foundation 
for  translation.     Text  books,  Collar  and  Daniell's  First  Year  Latin;    Bennett's  Grammar. 

(b)  Completion  of  First  Year  Latin;  Caesar,  Latin  prose  composition.  Text-books, 
Bennett's  Caesar,  Bennett's  Composition. 

B.  Second  Year,  Academic,  (a)  Caesar,  first  four  books  or  the  equivalent  are 
read:  prose  composition.     Cicero  begun.     Text-book,  D'Ooge's  Cicero.

A  careful  review  of  the  first  and  a  thorough  study  of  the  advanc- 
ed portions  of  the  branch.

C.  Geometry.     Plane  and  Solid. 

Physics 

A.  Elementary.  This  is  an  elementary  course  designed  for  students  in  the  Aca- 
demic and  Normal  departments.  One  year  will  be  devoted  to  this  course.  The  time  will 
be  divided  between  recitation  and  laboratory  work.     Text,  Millikan  &  Gale's  Physics. 

Political  Science 

A.  Civics.  This  course  consists  of  a  study  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  the  interpretations  thereof  and  the  intents  and  purposes  of  its  framers.  The 
government  of  the  United  Slates  by  Moses,  serves  as  a  text-book.  Some  time  at 
the  end  of  the  semester  is  devoted  to  an  examination  of  the  Constitution  of  Iowa.  Three 
hours  a  week  for  one  semester.

Commercial  students  are  not  required  to  take  Bible  study,  but  as  a  matter  of  busi- 
ness, a  knowledge  of  the  Bible  is  valuable,  hence  the  Commercial  students  are  urged  to 
take  regular  Bible  work  in  the  classes  that  are  organized  for  this  work. 

Post  Graduate  Work 

Work  in  higher  accounting  and  reporting  will  be  given  to  those  desiring  advanced 
Commercial  or  Stenographic  work. 
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Bookkeeping 

This  work  is  divided  into  two  parts.  Preliminary,  which  takes  from  three  to  six 
months,  according  to  the  ability  of  the  student. 

Advanced  or  office  work  as  a  rule  takes  the  average  student  three  months.  Some, 
however,  complete  the  work  in  less  time. 

The  college  bank  gives  actual  practice  in  banking  which  is  valuable  training  for  a 
student  whether  he  expects  to  be  a  banker  or  not. 

Commercial  Law 

In  this  subject  the  student  is  taught  the  common  every  day  laws  governing  busi- 
ness transactions.  In  this  course  the  object  is  not  to  make  lawyers  of  students,  but  rath- 
er to  avoid  the  lawyer  by  being  informed  on  points  of  common  law. 

Shorthand 

We  teach  the  Gregg  system  of  shorthand  which  is  rapidly  becoming  the  univer 
sal  system. 

Shorthand  offers  to  the  ambitious  young  man  or  woman  of  today  many  advantages 
that  are  worth  looking  after.  To  the  young  woman  desiring  a  means  of  making  a  livli- 
hood  a  knowledge  of  shorthand  and  typewriting  will  give  better  returns  for  the  money 
and  time  invested  than  any  line  of  work  known.  To  the  young  man  who  expects  some 
day  to  be  in  business  for  himself  and  be  the  employer  instead  of  the  employee,  work  as  a 
stenographer  or  bookkeeper  in  the  office  of  a  successful  busines  man  will  be  very  valuable 
experience. 

Penmanship 

A  knowledge  of  penmanship  and  the  ability  to  write  a  legible  hand  is  worth  the 
cost  of  an  entire  course  to  any  one. 

Students  desiring  to  take  advanced  work  in  penmanship  will  have  opportunity 
of  taking  work  under  one  who  has  a  reputation  as  a  penman.

There 
are  other  makes  of  machines  hut  these  are  considered  standard. 

Our  office  practice  equipment  is  strictly  up-to-the-minute. 

Instructors 

The  Commercial  and  Shorthand  departments  each  have  a  principal  that  teaches 
the  special  branches  while  other  classes  are  taken  care  of  by  teachers  in  the  Collegiate 
and  Academic  departments. 

Graduation 

Students  that  have  passed  a  creditable  examination  in  the  subjects  offered  in  this 
department  will  be  granted  diplomas. 

Examinations  in  shorthand  and  typewriting  will  consist  in  a  series  of  tests  mention- 
ed elsewhere  in  this  catalog. 

Positions 


Some  schools  come  out  with  large  headlines — "We  Guarantee  Positions.''  and  in 
this  way  some  are  induced  to  attend  these  schools. 

We  guarantee  a  position  on  exactly  the  same  terms  they  do.  We  will  explain  if 
you  will  write  for  the  explanation.  Any  school  manager  that  would  not  do  all  he  could 
to  secure  a  position  for  a  qualified  student,  guarantee  or  no  guarantee,  would  certainly 
be  as  foolish  as  the  notorious  '"Tomkin's  Colt"' — but  that  is  another  story. 

It  is  not  a  question  of  position  in  this  commer- 
cial age,  it  is  a  question  of  preparation.  We  could 
place  a  great  many  thoroughly  prepared  men  and 
women  right  now.  Think  about  your  preparation 
and  the  position  will  be  ready  when  you  are  ready. 

Commercial  Department 


The  advantages  of  a  commercial  department  in 
connection  with  other  departments  of  a  college  are 
many  over  a  purely  business  college. 

The  college  proper  cannot  help  but  offer  more  in 
the  cultural  line  than  is  found  in  the  ordinary  school 
offering  purely  business  subjects.  A  great  many  or- 
ganizations such  as  literary  society.  Y.W  and  Y.  M. 
C.  A.,  etc.,  are  found  in  Buena  Vista  college.  Com- 
mercial students  who  avail  themselves  of  these  privileges  are  more  than  welcome. 

Business  departments  of  colleges  are  often  criticized,  and  in  many  cases  the  criti- 
cism is  just,  as  making  this  department  a  side  issue.  At  Buena  Vista  this  has  been 
guarded  by  electing  to  this  department  a  principal  who  has  for  years  past  been  engaged 
in  business  college  work.  This  arrangement  could  not  have  been  made  with  the  princi- 
pal, if  this  department  was  to  have  been  conducted  along  any  other  line  than  that  in  use 
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in  the  most  up-to-date  business  colleges.  The  executive  committee  of  the  college  are 
business  men  and  were  more  than  willing  to  have  this  department  conducted  along  lines 
as  just  mentioned.  Pew  colleges  have  done  this  so  far,  and  we  feel  that  students  desir- 
ing commercial  or  shorthand  and  typewriting  work  will  have  a  rare  opportunity  of  se- 
curing such  a  course  at  Buena  Vista  college. 

The  success  of  the  past  two  years  in  this  department  has  proven  beyond  a  question 
of  doubt  that  the  arrangement  as  stated  above  is  a  desirable  one.  The  large  attendance 
and  the  unusual  interest  in  the  work  has  been  more  than  satisfactory. 

Three  states  and  fourteen  counties  have  been  represented  the  past  year  by  students. 

Our  students  go  into  the  best  positions  open  to  anyone. 

Another  feature  of  the  work  has  developed  that  makes  us  certain  that  in  connec- 
tion with  a  college  of  liberal  arts  is  the  proper  place  for  a  student  to  take  his  commer- 
cial work.  A  number  of  our  students  have  been  taking  work  in  the  violin  and  piano  de- 
partments, some  have  taken  lessons  on  other  orchestra  instruments,  others  have  taken 
advanced  English  in  the  collegiate  department.  On  the  other  hand  students  from  the 
collegiate,  academic  and  normal  departments  have  availed  themselves  of  the  privileges 
of  taking  penmanship,  spelling,  business  English,  etc.,  which  as  a  rule  are  not  offered  in 
most  college  courses. 

All  in  all,  we  feel  that  those  wanting  work  of  this  kind  will  make  no  mistake  if 
they  decide  to  take  their  work  with  us. 

In  General 

The  Commercial  department  offers  exceptional  advantages  in  various  ways  to  those 
who  wish  to  obtain  a  knowledge  of  business  life  and  methods. 

The  course  is  so  arranged  that  the  student  can  secure  almost  any  amount  of  work 
he  may  wish  from  that  of  a  few  months  up  to  two  years.  Those  who  find  it  impossible 
to  enter  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  may  enroll  at  any  time  and  pursue  their  individual 
work  as  rapidly  as  their  ability  and  application  will  permit.  We  recommend,  however, 
that  all  students  make  it  a  point  to  enter  at  the  beginning  of  a  term.     (See  calendar.) 

Students  from  Other  Schools 

Students  from  accredited  schools  who  can  present  passing  grades  in  any  of  the 
branches  will  be  allowed  to  take  the  remaining  studies  of  the  course  and  receive  a  certi- 
ficate of  graduation.  Our  instruction  in  bookkeeping  and  shorthand  is  given  largely  by 
the  individual  method;  consequently  students  can  progress  as  rapidly  as  they  may  choose. 
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Musical  Department 

The  importance  of  a  musical  education  and  the  influence  of  music  in  the  social,  re* 
ligious  and  business  world  can  scarcely  be  over-estimated.  A  knowledge  of  music  is 
often  a  stepping-stone  to  lucrative  positions  not  wholly  musical,  and  as  a  means  of  en* 
trance  to  good  society  there  is  nothing-  that  equals  it.  Music  as  a  profession  offers  rare 
inducements,  as  thoroug-h,  competent,  conscientious  teachers  of  either  instrumental  or 
vocal  music  are  in  great  demand. 

The  foremost  educators  the  world  over  have  come  to  recog-nize  the  fact  that  no 
education  is  complete  without  music:  hence  all  colleges  of  standing-  teach  music  to  some 
extent.  Music  is  recognized  as  having  an  educational  value  and  is  taught  in  Buena  Vista 
college  not  merely  as  an  accomplishment. 

Pianoforte 


In  this  course  an  easy  and  natural  position  of  the  hand  is  taught.  A  thorough 
course  of  technique  is  required  and  the  most  careful  phrasing  and  artistic  shading  is 
taught  and  insisted  upon  in  all  the  grades. 

Grade  1 — (a)  New  England  Conservatory  Course,  Book  I:  Loeschorn's  Etudes.  Op. 
65:  a  correct  position  of  the  hand,  independent  finger  action  and  a  perfect  legato  touch, 
(b)  Bertini's  Petites  Morceau;  Kullak's  Five  Finger  Exercises:  Scales  in  simple  forms. 
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Grade  2— (a)  Vegt's  Twelve  Short  Studies,  Op.  124;  Bertini's  Etudes,  Op.  100; 
Spanuth's  Preparatory  Piano  Technics,  (b)  Loeschorn's  Etudes,  Op.  66,  Book  I,  Scales 
and  Arpeggios. 

Grade  .3— Bertini's  Etudes,  Op.  29;  Turner's  Thirteen  Easy  Octave  Studies;  Haller 
Studies,  Op.  46;  dementi's  Sonatinas. 

Grade  4— (a)  Beren's  Etudes,  Op.  61,  Book  I,  Scales  and  Arpeggios  in  all  forms; 
Turner's  Ten  Octave  Studies;  Selections  Mendelssohn's  Songs  Without  Words,  (b)  Loes- 
chorn's Etudes,  Op.  66,  Book  III;  Bach's  Preludes;  the  Easier  Sonatas  of  Beethoven, 
Mozart  and  Haydn.  Pupils  in  this  grade  are  required  to  play  at  one  or  more  pupils'  re- 
citals given  during  the  year. 

Grade  5— Cramer's  Fifty  Progressive  Etudes;  Turner's  Scales  and  Arpeggios;  Kul- 
lak's  Octave  Studies:  Bach's  Two- Part  Inventions;  Sonatas  by  Beethoven,  Mozart,  etc. 

Grade  6 — dementi's  Gradus  ad  Parnassum;  Kullak's  Octave  Studies  continued; 
Bach's  Three-Part  Inventions;  Larger  Sonatas  by  Beethoven,  and  other  works  from  the 
classic  writers. 

Voice  Culture 

The  methods  of  teaching  in  this  department  combine  the  essence  of  the  old  Italian 
school  with  the  acknowledged  improvements  of  the  Modern  French,  German  and  Amer- 
ican. 

The  exercises,  vocalises  and  studies  of  Vaccai,  Nava,  Marchesi  and  Sieber  are  used 
in  connection  with  special  exercises  devised  by  the  teacher  according  to  the  needs  of  the 
pupil. 

Students  entering  for  vocal  instruction  should  have  a  fair  knowledge  of  instrument- 
al music  and  of  elementary  Theory. 

Private  recitals  are  given  in  the  vocal  studio,  which  includes  reading  from  the 
musical  section  of  the  library,  discussion  of  the  principal  composers  and  current  musical 
events. 

Special  attention  is  given  to  clear  enunciation  and  intelligent  phrasing. 

Candidates  for  graduation  must  be  able  to  sing  with  correct  tone  production  and 
good  style.  English,  French,  German  and  Italian  songs  as  well  as  representative  areas 
from  the  standard  operas  and  oratorios.  They  are  also  required  to  pass  satisfactory  ex- 
aminations in  sight-singing,  Theory  and  Harmony. 

Every  graduate  is  required  to  give  a  public  recital  satisfactory  to  the  music  facul- 
ty- 

All  Theory  students  who  are  deficient  in  the  rudiments  of  music  will  be  required 
to  attend  the  course  in  Elementary  Theory,  including  the  study  of  scale  construction,  in- 
tervals, ear  training,  dictation,  etc.  Students  desiring  to  enter  the  Harmony  class  must 
first  complete  this  course  or  pass  an  examination  in  the  work.  Sight-singing  will  be 
taught  in  connection  with  Elementary  Theory. 

Advanced  Theory  is  required  of  all  candidates  for  graduation.  The  text-book  is 
Elson's  Theory  of  Music. 

Musical  Theory 

The  study  of  Musical  Theory  is  essential  to  every  student  of  music.  No  one  can 
become  an  intelligent  musician  without  some  knowledge  of  the  material  with  which  the 
composer  builds  his  structure.  Both  vocal  and  instrumental  students  share  alike  in  the 
need  of  Musical  Theory,  and  are  alike  compensated  for  the  effort  put  forth  in  obtaining  it. 
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Piano  pupils  are  required  to  complete  the  full  course  in  Musical  Theory  before 
graduation.     Voice  pupils  are  required  to  complete  the  Harmony    a:;d    Musical    History. 

Theory  Course — One  year  ir  Musical  Theory,  one  year  in  Musical  History  and  one 
year  in  Harmony.  Text-books  used  are  Elson's  Theory  of  Music,  Fielmore's  History  of 
Music  and  Chad  wick's  Harmony. 

Classes  in  ear  training-  and  counterpoint  will  be  formed  if  desired. 

Orchestra — The  orchestra  is  one  of  the  regular  college  organizations.  Its  main 
purpose  is  the  drill  in  ensemble  playing  for  the  students  of  musical  instruments. 

Recitals — Frequent  pupil's  recitals  are  given  during  the  year,  in  which  ensemble 
as  well  as  solo  work  is  used.  In  addition  to  these,  two  or  three  lecture  recitals  will  be 
given  by  visiting  artists. 

Oratorio  Society— A  choral  society  composed  of  students  and  singers  of  Storm  Lake 
will  give  during  the  year  some  one  of  the  standard  oratorios.  In  1908  "The  Prodigal 
Son"  was  given:  in  1909  "The  Rose  Maiden''  and  in  1910  "The  Seven  Last  Words.'' 

Violin  Department 

The  course  of  study  pursued  is  one  which  has  proven  efficient  in  development  of 
tone  and  technique.

Students  are  not  accepted  for  less  than  a  half-semester,  and  no  allowance  is  made 
for  lessons  missed  except  in  cases  of  protracted  illness. 

Students  will  not  be  permitted  to  take  part  in  any  public  musical  performance 
without  the  consent  of  the  faculty.

Normal — This  course  consists  of  class  work,  and  is  intended  to  give  students  who 
are  preparing-  for  public  school  teaching*  a  knowledge  of  music  such  as  is  required  for 
such  work.  The  chief  aim  is  to  cultivate  the  ability  to  read  readily  the  simple  forms  of 
music.  Besides,  a  teaching  knowledge  of  the  rudiments  is  insisted  upon.  Two  hours 
per  week  for  one  year. 
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Appeal 

The  institution  is  now  on  its  twenty-first  year,  and  in  dollars  represents  about 
$140,000.  The  outlay  is  justified  by  that  already  accomplished.  The  future  is  bright 
with  prospects  and  the  coming  years  are  large  with  possibility. 

The  Presbyterian  church  of  the  northwest  will  be  the  richer  because  of  this  school. 

Increased  endowments  are  needed  to  enable  our  church  to  accomplish  through  this 
instrumentality  the  great  work  originally  undertaken. 

Now  is  the  great  opportunity.  Some  suggestions  are  made  here  in  which  the  col- 
lege can  be  assisted. 

1.  Funds  for  heating  plant  and  additional  apparatus    for  Chemistry,    Physics,    Biology  $ 

also  funds  for  enlarging  the  library  and  museum. 

2.  Endowment  of  Professorship.     $25,000  endows  a  chair  of  instruction.       Such    a    chair 

bears  the  name  assigned  by  the  donor,  thus  becomes  a  lasting  memorial. 

3.  Endowment  of  scholarship.     $1,000  will  endow    a    scholarship    to    assist    needy    and 

worthy  students  to  secure  an  education.     The  interest  will  pay    the    tuition    and 
fees  for  the  college  year. 

4.  Contributions  and  gifts  from  churches    and    individuals    for    our    current    expenses. 

These  would  be  in  accord  with  the  repeated    suggestions    for    Presbyteries    and 
Synods,  for  the  support  of  the  college.

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Will  It  Pay  to  Go  to   Buena  Vista? 

Going  to  college  always  pays.  It  is  the  best  investment  you  can  make.  Listen  to 
these  figure  which  have  been  gathered  by  James  M.  Dodge,  president  of  the  American 
Society  of  Engineers.  The  unskilled  laborer  reaches  his  maximum  efficiency  at  the  age 
of  twenty-two  and  from  then  on  receives  an  average  wage  of  $10.20  a  week.  The  shop- 
trained  worker  reaches  his  maximum  efficiency  at  twenty-four  years  of  age  and  receives 
an  average  wage  of  $15.20  a  week.  The  trade  school  boy  spends  an  extra  year  in  prepar- 
ation learning  the  "whys"  as  well  as  "hows"  and  reaches  his  maximum  efficiency  at 
at  the  age  of  twenty-live.  His  average  wage  is  now  $22^00  a  week  but  he  has  now  reach- 
ed his  limit.  Now  notice  the  figure  for  the  college  man.  At  twenty  the  unskilled  laborer 
demands  a  bigger  wage  than  he;  at  twenty-three  he  is  receiving  the  wage  of  the  shop 
trained  worker:  at  twenty-five,  perhaps  two  years  after  he  has  left  college,  he  has  just 
caught  up  with  the  trade  school  man.  But  at  thirty-two  he  is  earning  an  average  of 
$43.00  a  week.  And  what  is  more  there  is  no  limit  to  the  possible  wage  he  may  receive. 
The  difference  between  $43.00  and  $10.20  represents  the  value  per  week  in  dollars  and 
cents  of  a  college  training.     What  do  you  say?     Will  it  pay  to  go  to  college? 

Teacher's  Certificate 

Yes,  if  you  graduate  from  Buena  Vista  college  and  secure  fourteen  credits  in  the 
Education  course,  the  state  of  Iowa  will  give  certificate,  without  examination,  to  teach 
for  five  years.  At  the  end  of  five  years  if  you  have  taught  successfully  three  years  the 
state  will  renew  your  certificate  for  life.  If  you  are  planning  on  teaching  you  should  cer- 
tainly take  a  regular  college  course.  Pit  yourself  for  a  position  in  the  high  school.  But 
few  of  the  best  high  schools  in  the  state  will  employ  a  teacher  who  does  not  have 
a  college   degree. 

Scholarships
